He had applied for assistance 
to the Tung Wa hospital, but ss bis boat was 
not registered’ or numbered locally he was told 
that ihey could not bolp him, “The fand was 
not moesnt for the assistancn of people wrecked 
so faraway aa Swatow,” is what defendant 
allegow one of the relief committee told him, 
Therefore there wag nothing for him te do but, 
beg ononghato take him home. The piece of 
papor which Le had laid ont on the footpath, 
and vlongside which he sat; was written ont for 
him at. the Tung Wa hospital, Day by day he 
watched the. liurrying crowd pass by, but: very 
little money came his way, wherefora he bad to

THE SUGAR INDUSTRY IN 
FORMOSA, 
EXCELLENT PROSPECTS, 

Tn reference to thasngar indastry in Formosa, 
the Oseke Madnielii. hax on interesting article; 
Onr contemporary observes that thero are at 
present three sugar refining companies in Japan 
—the Tokyo and Osaka Sugar Refining com- 
panies, which have recently beon incorporated, 
and tho Dairi sugar Refining Mill. In addition 
to these, tivo new companivs are being formed 
in Yokoluma and Nageya, aud tho incorporuted 
conopasy is tuking steps Por the establighmsnt 
o€n branch mill in Nagoya, so that the sugar 
indusury is steadily increawing. AML these 
companies have to look to Java for erade sugar. 
In viow of this fact, the Government and the 
Formosnn authorities have been’ putting for- 
ward efforts for tha encouragement of the sagar 
industry in Formosa, but with little result, ag 
the quuity of erade sugar prodvend in Formosa 
hus boen_tonnd to. be inferior in quality, 

‘Lawiy sugar cane bas been ioported from 
Java and creplanted in Pormosa with sery 
satisfactory results, crude sayar in no way 
inferior to that produced in Java being obtainod, 
This hos encouraged the formation of many 
companies fa Fornosa. for the production’ of 
erode sugar, with o view to supplying tho 
increasiagy demand in Japan. to checking the 


importation of crude siyar, and alyo to develop- 


ing: the resources in the new territory, 'he 
formotion of such companies in Formosa. in 
carried out under advantageous circumstances, 
as substantial subsidies are granted to thy 
industry by the Formosa Government. in. 
accordance with the Sugar Industry Eucour- 
agement Regulations, in wddition to a certain 
immunity. in‘respect of the tax on stigar. ‘This 
has lod the. Formosan Sugar Company to increase 
ita capital from ¥ 1,100,000 ta ¥5,100,000 and also 
the formation of the Oriental Sugar Manutactur- 
ing Company, the slaves of which are on the mar- 
kat, and of x company’ projocted by Messrs. 
Asada and Ogawa, while the incorporated gugar 
refining companies of Qsnka and Tokyo, and 
the Dairi Sugar Refining Mill, have beon 
enconraged to establish branch milla ia For- 
moss. ‘Thesc new companies und milla will not 
ouly undertuke to reclaim waste laud and 
cultive the ugar cano themselves, but intend to 
boy ap smal! sugar mills at present carried on by 
Chinese or foreigners with small «capital. of 
YS.) to Y300,000, Each.o law’ com. 
puuias’ milly anticipated the production af 
120,000 to 130,00) casks of crade sugar annually, 
Crude rngar at present consumed bythe 
Tokyo and Qsuka Sugar Refining Companies 
aud the Dairi Suyar Refining Mill, smounts to 
about 259,000 picals a month, and when tha 
material required by the new companies now 
being formed in Negeya and Yokolama is 
added, the total will be at least 260,010 piculs, 
Under these circumstances, even if all the new 
-companies and mills projected in-Formosa—are 
pat into fall operation, they will scarcely be 
able to movt the demand for crude sugar in 
Japan. ; : 
Jn conclusion the Osaka journal remarks {hit 
while it is maintained iu Japan that too 


many rugar-refining companies are cropping 
-ap in Formosa their number is, as a yalter of 
fact, too few, and it is urged that when ex- 
periments prove conclusively that crude sugar 
of good quality can be produced, the cultivation 
of the sugar cane must be 
xtended to the utmost.
